“BUT I WONT nam e them 
now because I am a guest of 
Governor H arrim an’s,” he said 
laughingly. 
“He has all th e qualifica­ 
tions,” he said of H arrim an. “I 
know who I'd be for if I were 
a resident of New York state.” 
Asked if he would say the 
sam e thing of Stevenson if he 
were in Illinois, Mr. T rum an 
said, “Illinois has several good 
m en.” 
Mr. Truman said he would 
cam paign a c t i v e l y for the 
P arty’s presidential candidate 
or “do anything the N ational 
Democratic 
Committee 
w ants 
me to do.” 


HE SAID he would not try to 
dictate the Party’s 1956 plat­ 
form but that he thought there 
were at least three outstand­ 
ing Issues today: 
1. The farm policy. 
2. The natural resources of 
the United States. “ Under the 
present adm inistration m any of 
them have been given aw ay.” 
3. The "m ishandling” hy the

Mr. Tru­ 
m an described it as "scandal­ 
ous.” 
Mr .Truman spoke at a state 
Democratic rally last night and 
labeled the Republican adm in­
